SOUTHERN OUTRAGES. 


A Colored Minister Says Thers Must 


be a Change. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript.] 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Aug. 12.—Rev. J. 


Milton Waldron, a colored preacher, de- 
livered a most sensational sermon here 
last night on lynchings. He said in part: 
Lynching of colored people began at the 
close of the civil War and was kept np un- 
til the control of the southern states came 
back into the hands of the former slave 
owners. From lynching for rape and sap- 
posed rape, the habit has grown until 
now colored men, women and even chil- 
dren are lynched In the South for rape, 
suspected rape, barn burning, stealing 
and resisting arrest. Hundreds of colored 
families are driven from their homes 
every year; property destroyed and wives 
and daughters outraged1 aod whipped. A. 
BpHrlt ot lawlessness, murder and revenge 
has spread among both the whites and 
blacks in tb>. South until it has become 
alarming. Something must be done and 
done at once." 


BAD CASE AT BOSTON.

BOSTON, Aug. 13.—Dr. George L. Lang, 


aged 30 years, and his assistant, Frank D. 
Hagar, aged 35 years were arrested at 
Winthrop last evening charged with per- 
forming a cirminal operation on Lillian 
Riy of East Boston which resulted in the 
girl's death yesterday afternoon. The 
girl was but 15 years old. Her betrayer 
is unknown to the police. 


The police are looking for the man who 


is supposed to be the cause of the girl's 
trouble. He is at present on his honey 
moon, having been married but a few days 
ago. He is said fo be a member of the 
Mai ine Barracks. An important witness 
in the case will be Lizzie King of East 
Boston, who accompanied the Bay girl to a 
room at 28 Temple place a week ago to- 
day when the operation was performed. 
The King girl claims she did not have the 
faintest idea that the operation was per- 
formed, supposing that her companion de- 
sired treatment for a blood trouble, as the 
latter had told her so. This morning 
both Lang & Hagar admitted they had 
performed the operation.

Very often these days new evidence 


comes to light which show* that thuggery 
is becoming unusually prevalent in town.

sion goes. He was arrested Thursday 
night for drunkenness' and locked up. 
Friday morning he was sentenced to pay 
a fine, but not having money he "shoved 
up" his watch for security, went to Ad- 
ams, got the money and redeemed the 
watch. Then was the time for him to go 
home and get to wor$f, but he did not do 
this. Instead he retained to scenes of 
conviviality, with the result stated abov6.

INSANE MAN RUINS THE PADDED CELL 


AT THE POLICE STATION. 


Charles A. Grover Rends a Steel Bed Sup- 


port When Violent. 


Charles A. Grover, who is confined at 


the police station insane, not Tatro as was 
printed Saturday, shows unusual signs of 
strength in his most violent moments. 
Saturday night he tore the padding of the 
padded cell to pieces and ruined the cell. 
It cannot be conceived how he found a 
way of tearing through the strong canvas, 
as tough as leather that covered the sides 
of the cell. However, he tore it in shreds 
and scattered the hair that was. used in 
the padding all through the room. The 
police took advantage of one of his 
quiet seasons to remove him 
from 


the rained cell 
to one of the all- 


steel cells on the same fldor, used for 
retaining dangerous and slippery prison- 
ers. When the man was placed in his 
new quarters he became violent again 
and tore the steel slaw from the bed sup- 
porter.

BAgJELS_OF_COFFEL 


Will Be Made In a Mill In Ten 


Commodious Barrels. 


CARRIED IN A PIPE UNDERGROUND. 


Bowes Bros. Get the Contract to Make 


Five Hundred Gallons ot It For the 


Father Mathew Springfield 


Diocesan Field Day. 


Bowes Bros, of this town have been 


awarded the contract for furnishing the 
coffee necessary for the Springfield dio- 
cesan Father Mathew field day to be held 
here September 2. There will probably 
be no other contract let whose fulfilment 
will be of more general interest and more 
novel than this one. The bidders esti- 
mated on 500 gallons of coffee, the amount 
the ezecative committee believes will be 
needed. In their estimate Bowes Bros. 
were $80 less than any other bidder, and 
there were Boston firms among the num- 
ber. This alone speaks well for the enter- 
prise of the local firm, but there is more 
to follow. Before the more follows it 
will satisfy some curious and inquiring 
minds, perhaps, to state that it will take 
GOO quarts of milk and about 700 pounds of 
sugar to fill the order. The amount of 
coffee that will be needed every house- 
wife will be able to calculate from these 
figures. 
The ooflfee will be shipped 


ground from New York city. 


The manner of making this very large 


quantity of coffee will be a very unusual 
method. The Messrs. Bowes have calcu- 
lated that the amount of coffee needed 
could be contained 
in ten fifty-gallon 


barrels and they have decided that ten 
such barrels will be their coffee pots. To 
boil them they will hire a whole mill. 


The coffee will be served at the fair 


grounds and in the fair house. Just at 
the entrance to the fair grounds is the old 
carbon works, that low, dark red building 
in which electric light carbons were 
manufactured some years ago. The build- 
ing contains a large engine and a boiler 
capable of carrying a steam pressure of 
280 pounds, and now is being used by Mr. 
Bicti as a sash and blind factory. The 
Messrs. Bowes will have the use of this 


1 building and boiler September 2. Close 
', to the boiler they will set upon stands ten 
large 50-gallon barrels after they have 
been well cleaned, which is a very simple 
thing to do. A pipe from the boiler will 
be brought alongside the barrels and each 
one will be connected with it. The ground 
coffee will be put in five sacks and a sack 
will be nailed to the top of each barrel to 
keep it from floating. The required 
amount ot water will be added and the 
steam from the boiler will be turned on. 


In a very few minutes the coffee will be 


ready for the sugar and milk. When 
th.es« are added it will be ready to be 
served and in the serving tnere is another 


The bafrats" containing the' coffee could 


not be transported to the fair house and 
their contents kept warm. The same 
dif- 


ficulty would be met with were the coffee 
to be taken to the house in smaller quan- 
tities;1 Either of these methods would be 
yery unsatisfactory for other reasons. The 
supply would not be constant and the 
transportation would be inconvenient. 
To obviate all this the Messrs. Bowes hare 
decided to pipe the coffee from the barrels 
in the factory to the fair house. It will 
take about 560 feet of pipe to do this. The 
pipe to be used will be plain, one-inch 
iron pipe. And this pipe the Messrs, 
Bowes have decided, must be putunder- 
grojuAdi They will not risk the probabil- 
ity^ 'having it broken by the surging 
throng just when its use would be most 
needed. So it will be taken under the 
railroad track, through under the fair 
ground fence and be buried underground 
all the way to the fair house. When the 
coffee is needed all that will be necessary 
to do will be to open a faucet and draw. 
Should more than 600 gallons be needed 
another barrel full can be made at short 
notice and there is no fear of the supply 
running short. 


This is a very ingenious way of making 


coffee and the Messrs. Bowes deserve 
credit for their ingenuity and enterprise. 
It is a wonder they did not think of hav- 
ing the barrels placed in the fair house 
and piping the steam to them. It would 
make unnecessary the running of the cof 
fee through such a length of pipe. At any 
rate the flavor of the coffee will not be 
impaired. The contract is by far the 
largest one of its kind that has ever been 
let and undertaken in western Massaceus- 
etts, and its proper fulfilment is a matter 
of no small consequence to the success of 
the day. But the ability of the Messrs. 
Bowes can be depended on. The visiting 
members that will be present that day 
will not he given an opportunity, even 
though they they be temperance men, to 
go away thirsty. And there should be no

A BREAK FOR LIBERTY 


John Powers Dashes Away as 


the Cell Is Being 


Opened. 


FOLLOWED BY OFFICER AND DOG. 


An Exciting Time the Officers Had Yes- 


terday with a Man who Made Him- 


self Obnoxious at the Depot. 


Twice Pursued. 


A man who gave his name as John 


Powers of New York was in court this 
morning accused of vagrancy and disturb- 
ing the peace.

Iteadily Accept Fake Stortes Concern- 


ing Missionary Workers. 


Probable Cause of the Re- 


, cent Massacre. 


Words of Praise lor the Devotion Exhibited by 


Miss Hartford. 


BOSTON, Anst. 12.—Miss Clara M. Cush- 


man of Dedham. for seven years a mis- 
sionary at Pekin, in au interview with a 
Standard reporter, asserts a belief that 
the latest massacres may bo one of the re- 
sults of the recent war between China and 
Japan. 
En-Cheng is many hundred 


miles from the central government at Pe- 
kin, and it is probable that the people had 
only rumors of the trouble, and so Rot all 
sorts of stories, some of which may have 
started the trouble. 
"The uninformed Chinese," Miss Cush- 


man continued, "believe that the foreign 
missionaries cut out the eyes and hearts 
of tlie natives to use as medicine. They 
are quick to accept any story they hear, so 
that the foreigners there can never tell 
when a mob will come upon them." 


Miss Ciishman thus describes Ku- 


Cheug: "Ku-Cheng is quite a distance 
from Foo-Chow, up the llin river. It is a 
walled city of about 20,000 inhabitants, 
and has tho reputation of being a very 
neat and clean city. Miss Hartford has 
as an assistant, Hiss WilminaH. Bouse of 
Minnesota, who was probably not in the 
massacre, as her name is not mentioned. 


"The missionary society of the M. E. 


church has two othor missionaries at Ku- 
Cheng, Hev. H. C. Wilcox, presiding elder 
of Ku-Cheng district, and Dr. J. J. Greg- 
ory, In charge o£ Wiley hospital. The only 
building owucil by the Methodist is a 
chapel valued at ?3S(K>, in which the aver- 
age attendance at Sunday worship last 
year WHS 250. Their homes schools and 
hospital are in hired houses, which fact 
may havo saved both buildings aud in- 
mates from the fato of the English mis- 
sionaries and their buildings." 


Miss Hartford's Sclf-Sacriflcn. 


Miss Cushman, bring in a position to 


•peak of Miss Hartford, who so narrowly 
esciir-ed death at. tlie hands of tho Vege- 
tarians, through personal acquaintance, 
savsofher: "Miss Hartford was sent to 
Kit-Cheng in 18S7 by the Women's Foreign 
Missionary society of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church. Sho was at that time a 
very popular teacher in tho public schools 
of Dover, N. H. 
Slie has no father, 


mother, brother or sitter living, but is en- 
tirely devoted to her work. 


"Although the five-year term for which 


she went has expired, she lias steadily re- 
fused to accept the vacation, with privi- 
lege of visiting America, saying that she 
prof erred to stay in China with the work 
and finally die tiicre. But because of ill- 
health and need of rest she had almost 
made up her mind to take the needed 
vacation when the troubles came on. 
Mrs. Alderman of Hvde Park, the corre- 
sponding secretary of the New England 
branch ot the society, has written to her, 
advising her to take this opportunity, 
while the country is settling down again, 
to come to America. 


"Miss Hartford is in charge of the Ku- 


theng district of the Foo-Chow woman's 
conference. Her report to the last annual 
conference showed In the1 Ku-Cheug dis- 
trict one boarding school, with an enroll- 
ment of 4J; H day schools, with an en- 
rollment of 200 scholars, and one Bible 
training school, with an enrollment of 30. 
Miss Althea M. Todd of this city is now 
nudcr appointment to join Miss Hartford 
at Ku-Cheng, and was expected to leave 
In about a month. 


Troubles Anticipated* 


"That trouble has long been brewinsf 


Beems proven by part of a letter received 
by Mrs. Alderman from Miss Hartford. It 
is dated at Foo-Chow, May 2, and says: I 
was obliged to close the women's and 
girls' schools April 9, on account of fears 
of local insurrections. The English mis- 
sion closed their schools two weuks earlier, 
but I had hoped matters might clear up, 
and so held on. At last, I found I could 
not stand out alono any longer. Everyone 
thought the schools ought to be closed, so 
I yielded. 
Then I was sick, so when Dr. 


Gregory urged me to come to Foo-Chow 
and have a rest, I came." 


Miss Cushman thinks tho criticisms 


made of United States Minister Denby are 
unjust, as, during her residence in Pekin, 
he had been very careful to protect the 
missionaries' rights; was on friendly terms 
with thorn all, and they esteemed him 
highly.

SUGGESTION AS TO REPUBLICAN NOM- 


INEE FOR VICE PRESIDENT. 


The St. Lonta Globe-Democrat Thioki th« 


Candidate In 1B96 Should Hall From 
BoloW Mason »Dd Dlzon'c tine—The 
Bind of Man Wanted. 
The interest of the Bepnblican party 


demands the nomination of a southern 
man for vice president in 1896. 
Sec- 


tionalism has dropped ont of politics, and 
hero is tho readiest and most effective 
•way to proclaim this fact. Nearly three 
times as many Republicans were chosen 
to congress last November in the states 
classed heretofore as the solid south 
as there were Democrats elected in the 
rest of the country. This is a momen- 
tous change in political sentiment. 
It 


marks the disappearance of conditions 
which dominated politics for a third of 
a century. It ushers in a new era. The 
passions and prejudices which kept the 
Republican party sectional in its field 
of operations now being as dead as the 
issue which originally made it such, H 
becomes a great national organization 
and its prizes must henceforth be open 
to all localities. A beginning should be 
made next year in the new order of 
tilings by taking the rice president from 
the south. 


But it should be understood that no 


southern Republican is desired except 
one having a vital connection with the 
politics of today. The regime of 1865-76 
will be ruled out. 
No carpetbagger 


need apply. It is well for both Repub- 
licans and Democrats of the south to 
forget the politics of the dozen years 
immediately succeeding the war, and 
the way to make sure that this is done 
is to keep the men who were conspicu- 
ous in that period in retirement. The 
conditions of the period were1 abnormal, 
and the manner in which they were 
dealt with commended itself to the lead- 
ers at the time. 
Both sides, however, 


would bo glad now to erase the record 
of those days. 
The period, happily, is 


dropping out of the popular remem- 
brance, and the Republican party is not 
going to do anything which will revive 
the recollection of it. 


The sort of southern men needed by 


tho Eepublican party on its national 
ticket are those of the Bradley and 
Evans type. 
It might be well perhaps 


for the Republicans to go a little far- 
ther south than Kentucky for the can- 
didate in order to emphasize the fact 
that the geographical line in politics 
has been abolished, and this considera- 
tion would make Evans preferable to 
Bradley. 
The great requirement, how- 


ever, is a man who is thoroughly repre- 
sentative of his region, who stands for 
something vital in the life of his com- 
munity. Either of the two men named 
here would attract thousands of votes to 
the ticket in their section. 
Many such 


men doubtless can be found below Ma- 
son and Dison's .old line. The time has 
come when the partisan attitude of a 
state is no longer deeisively determined 
by its latitude. The terms south and 
north have lost their distinctive charac- 
ter as partisan designations, and will 
be merely .geographical expressions 
henceforth. ^ fhis dawning of a new po- 
litical day in the south can be appropri- 
ately" recognized by the selection of the 
Republican vice presidential candidate 
from that locality' in 1896.—St. Louis 
Globe.-Dflmoerat.

cories of bruises over the left temple. 


When Medical Examiner Crane arrived 


he found that the woman's right side was 
coni>l«tcly paralyzed. 
Both eyes were 


oloscd, and she was unconscious. She 
aroused long enough to toy that Moriarity 
had beaten her. Moriarity is 60 years old, 
and a local bruiser 


With m Long Police Record. 


Last Wednesday he and his wife were 


released from custody, after being locked 
up for a breach of the peace. After his re- 
lease he drove his wife from the house, 
threatening her with an ax. 


Mrs. Donovan, who had been taking her 


daughter's part, remained in the house, 
and was seen there Friday morning. 


The assault is supposed to have taken 


place that afternoon. 
Early Saturday 


evening the neighbors were attracted to 
the house by groans, and they notified the 
police, who found Moriarity and the wo- 
man, the man being half drunk. When 
he became sober .ho made a general denial 
of the charge of assault. 


While living with his first wife, seven 


years ago, Moriarity eloped and was miss- 
ing for some time. Finally ho was found 
working as a fireman 011 the New York 
and Boston boat. Eventually ho returned 
to Waterbury and married the present 
Mrs. 
Moriarity.

Charitable Scheme. 


Oid Not Work Smoothly So Far as His Barroom 


Is Concerned,- 


NEW YORK, Aug. 13.—The police were 


Just as vigilant yesterday as on preceding 
Sundays, and fewer saloons opened their 
doors to even their oldest customers. The 
excise arrests' yesterday were 121, against 
110 last Sunday. 


Few liquor dealers took advantage of 


the privilege of keeping their places open, 
which has lately been decreed to be legal, 
provided liquors and beers arc not (liven 
away or sold. The most notable Instance 
In this direction was that of Steve Brodie, 
who had no end of trouble in carrying on 
a charitable enterprise within the doors of 
his saloon on the Bowery, the doors of 
which he threw wide open early m the 
morning. 
" 


It has been the practice of Brodie to oc- 


casionally give away soft drinks to the 
poor in the neighborhood of the Bowery, 
and yesterday he decided to dispense but- 
termilk and lemonade free to whomsoever 
might 
wish to accept 
his bounty. 


To such as desired to do so, there was a 
small contribution box placed on the bar, 
announcing on its face that the proceeds 
would be given to a certain free ice fund. 


At 9 o'clock in the morning the doors of 


Brodie'g place were swung wide open. 
Brodie had provided 240 gallons of cold 
buttermilk and £00 gallons of lemonade. 
Brodie himself directed operations, while 
two assistants helped him in his work of 
charity. 


Tho liquors behind the bar were effect- 


ually concealed with heavy canvas, which 
had been hung over them. The proprietor 
Invited all to come and partake of his 
bounty, at the same time telling the big 
crowd which gathered that they might 
make a small contribution to the ice fund 
if they chose'to do so.

They 
swooped down on the saloon and its in- 
mates without,warning. One of tho men, 
so Brodio says,' went behind the bar, tore 
part of the canvas down, au'd took a drink 
from a bottle on onu of the shelves. 
"Yes, it's whisky," the officer 
said, 


after tasting it. Brodie said that the offi- 
cer had gotten hold of the brandy instead 
of whisky bottle, but it made no differ- 
ence in the general result. 


Some Arniti. 


The police then told everybody to get 


out, and, according to Brodie, forbade a 
boy who was about to drop a penny in the 
poor box and threatened him with i arrest. 
At one end of the bar stood an habitue of 
the Bowery who had just taken a drink 
from the buttermilk tank. Cortright or- 
dered his arrest on the charge of disorderly 
conduct, and he was taken away. The 
prisoner's name is Michael J. Hare. At 
the same time John Noonan, ono of 
Brodie's bartender*, was in the rear room 
of the saloon, talking, with__a, .man. Al- 
though Brodio swears that no liquor 
passed between Noqnan and the other, 
Noonan was accused by one of the aotiug 
Inspector's men with having sold a glass 
of whisky, and he was arrested .for vio- 
lating the excite law. 


Brodie promptly bailed both prisoners 


out. But the UghS was too hot, aud 
Brodie was forced to close his place early 
in thelafternoon.
